12) when somebody at sta­ 
tion was picking up: Immediate­ 
ly rang up the radio marine cor­ 
poration and asked them for de­ 
tails which they gav e me. I then 
instructed them to send a wire­ 
less to Captain Carey asking him 
what his trouble was and his re­ 
ply was the first communication 
we had from him. United States 
Attorney Tuttle is wasting 
his 
time try ing to 
unearth 
some 
message between Captain Carey 
and me before 
the S O S 
was 
sent out.” 
Mr. Tuttle has subpoenaed the 
radio files of merchant 
shios, 
including the Votlaire. of 
the 
Lamport and 
Holt line, which 
was the nearest of its ships to 
the Vestris when she sank. He 
also has obtained liav y records 
of all radio messages concern­ 
ing the Vestric.

Fiv e minutes later there 
were a series of booming blasts 
and v arious battleships in the 
harbor fired the presidential sa­ 
lute of 21 guns.

Hoov er appeared on the rear 
platfrom smiling broadly . 
Mr. and Mrs. Hoov er walked 
down a 200-foot long aisle of 
sailors to the y acht of Admiral 
Pratt. 
An immense crowd of people 
surged about the train and far 
out onto the wharfs. 
A few minutes before the ar­ 
riv al at San Pedro, Mr. and Mrs. 
Hoov er had stood on the plat­

at Wilmington, who replied with 
lusty cheers.

partment of the Indiana Farm 
Bureau. Although created 
only 
two years ago, the women's de­ 
partment has been organized in 
seventy-six 
counties 
and 
in 
nearly 
600 
township 
units. 
Monthly 
meetings 
are 
held 
in all organized townships, and a 
different farm bureau subject is 
discussed at each meeting, 
Studies along the lines of col* 
lective purchasing and selling of 
farm commodities and supplies 
feature the various programs. 


The farmer-owned automobile 
insurance division of the Indiana 
Farm Bureau now protects near­ 
ly 39 ,000 cars in Indiana, owned 
almost exclusively by agrarians. 
The annual report recently made 
read y by H. R. Nevins, director in 
charge, for the state convention 
to be held Nov. 26 and 27, reveals 
th a t in 1928 there was an 
in­ 
crease of twenty percent in ap­ 
plications over 1927. The report 
also shows that nearly $100,000 
was paid Indiana farmers 
in 
losses from January 1 to Novem­ 
ber 1. 
1------- 
Livestock marketing Is an im­ 
portant industry in Indiana. It 
forms one of the principal acti­ 
vities of the farm bureau. Lee R. 
Highlen, director of the livestock 
marketing department, 
reports 
greatly 
increased 
shipments 
through the various 
producer 
marketing associations 
during 
1928 . 
Hoosier farmers now can mar­ 
ket their livestock through their 
own organizations at Indianap­ 
olis, Cinciinati, Cleveland, Buf­ 
falo, Evansville, 
Chicago 
and 
Pittsburgh, it is held that better 
marketing conditions have 
re­ 
sulted from farmer-owned agen­ 
cies. 


The annual convention of the 
farm bureau Nov. 26 and 27, will

When the steamer Vestris sailed fro pi New 
Yo rk fo r So uth America, any o ne hunting a po ­ 
tential hero amo ng the 
members o f her crew 
wo uld ^hardly hav e giv en much co nsideratio n to 
the perso n o f Lio nel Lico rice, co lo red quarter­ 
master. 
There were 
upstanding, 
unifo rmed 
white o fficers abo ard; why sho uld any o ne hav e 
picked this co lo red man — and with a name like 
Lico rice as a hero ? 
Well, y o u kno w what happened. 
The Vestris 
fo undered in a gale. 
Her o fficers and crew, if ac­ 
co unts o f surv iv ing passengers are to be be­ 
liev ed, failed lamentably to liv e up to the glo rio us 
traditio ns o f the British merchant serv ice. Life­ 
bo ats went o v er the side in unseawo rthy shape; 
the v ery jo b o f launching them was bo tched; a 
bo atlo ad o f wo men and children sank so o n after 
it hit the water. 
The sto ry is an ugly o ne. 
But there was o ne bright gleam o f light in 
all o f this. 
And it, if y o u recall, was pro v ided by 
the unpretentio us negro , Lio nel Lico rice. 
Lico rice fo und himself in the water, with the 
rest. 
Near him was an empty lifebo at. He swam 
to it and climbed in; then he div ed in again to 
get so me o ars he saw flo ating o n the surface. 
Bringing them back to the bo at, he went abo ut 
to pick up struggling peo ple in the water. Six -- 
teen times he div ed o ut o f the bo at to perfo rm a 
rescue; and at last, when go t his bo at lo aded, he 
saw to it that it stay ed right side up and safe 
until the rescue v essels came up. 
We do n’t kno w whether Lico rice is an Amer­ 
ican citizen o r no t. If he is, he o ught to hav e a 
Co ngressio nal Medal o f Ho no r. His deeds were 
as hero ic and dev o ted as any thing any fictio n 
writer ev er imagined. 
They stand o ut the mo re because they co n­ 
trast so sharply with the way the o thers acted. 
Lico rice, black as the ace o f spades, was the best 
man o n that ship — with the po ssible ex ceptio n
